protect motorcyclists. 

WHEREAS, there is a need for State 
legislation to protect motorcyclists from 
injuries and death while operating or 
riding as passengers on motorcycles 
within the State of California; and 
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WHEREAS, the form of such 
protection could be a program to 
educate motorists concerning vehicle 
etiquette and proper and safe operation 
of motor vehicles in the presence of 
motorcyclists and/or requiring 
motorcyclists and motorcycle 
passengers to wear safety helmets 
meeting State standards, or such other 
programs and requirements as may be 
feasible; and 

WHEREAS, California is one of the 
few states that has not enacted 
legislation of this nature, as witnessed 
by the fact that forty-six states, the 
District of Columbia-and Puerto Rico 
require motorcycle operators and 
passengers to wear specified protective 
safety equipment, and particularly 
safety helmets based upon studies by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, U.S. Department of 
Transportation, which purport to show 
that safety helmets are effective in 
reducing the frequency and severity of 
head injuries and fatalities in 
motorcycle accidents;

Commendations to Triumph for 
advertising that they’d be Number 1 this 
year, and listing their results with each 
race. Second ain't bad, especially in a 
year which saw your company 
conglomerated. 


Pennzoil has posted $9,000 in 
contingency money for the Trans-AMA 
motocross series. Motostars Mikkola, 
Karsmakers and Bauer are flying the 
banner, and all you have to do to win 
some of those bucks is to run Pennzoil, 
have a decal on each side of the bike 
and beat those guys listed above. A win 
in the international class is worth

America wins the Silver Vase 


U.S. Trophy Team in fifth

On the first day of America’s first 


ISDT: they 


assembled in 


Dalton-Pittsfield, Massachusetts, 
USA — the cream of the earth’s 


cross country riders, factories, reporters, 
supporters, motorcycle associations, 
camp followers and hangers on. The 
preparation, the hassle and the training 
were all behind them now. What lay 
ahead were 1,099 miles of flat-out 
racing while at the same time conserving 
one’s machine and resources and 
outwitting the strategy of one’s 
opposing teams in hopes of winning the 
world’s highest motorcycling honor, the 
ancient silver World Cup. 

At the stroke of 7 a.m. on a cold 
and frosty morning the first three men 
rolled their machines to the starting line 
and prodded their engines awake. A 
Zundapp and two Gileras, the world’s 
smallest scooters — only 50cc engines 
with cylinders about the size of a 
double shot glass. 

Fourteen of the potent tiddlers fired 
up and moved out, minute by minute. 
Then there was a half-hour pause, and 
the 100s turn came to the line. 

Altogether 300 motorcycles came to 
the line in groups of three, on the 
minute, and tried to start from dead 
cold within the minute allowed. Some 
didn’t make it, and took the 20-mark 
penalty for failure in this first of over a 
hundred tests. The American Rokons 
got a big hand of applause from the 
gallery each time their rope-pull starters 
lit them off. There was barely a breath 
drawn while one of the Czech Trophy 
Team Jawas failed to fire and the rider 
was forced to push it off. While 
eagle-eyed observers watched, he tensely 
whipped out his tools, removed a 


crankcase plug and cleared the flooded 
engine. It crackled finally, the plug was 
stuffed back in, tools swiftly stowed 
and the tan clad rider with the red bike 
disappeared up the trail. 

American hopes were pinned on the 
Penton Trophy Team, It is John 
Penton’s American dream to win the 
World Trophy for the USA. He has won 
every major honor that an enduroist can 
acquire on this continent, but never a 
gold medal in the Six-Days. Penton’s 
three sons have won their share of golds, 
but the U.S. had yet to win the World 
Trophy or the almost equally prized 
Silver Vase. 

The six-man U.S. Trophy Team 
started in time and got away cleanly, It 
was a mild autumn day, dry, in the 
sixities. The course took them through 
some of ‘the prettiest hill country in the 
world, but there was not time to admire 
it. This was 90 percent : of 
maximum-edge cowtrailing, with the 
last full measure frequently called up. 

Sometimes 100 percent is not 
enough. Two thirds of the Zambian club 
team crashed out and one of the Czech 
Vase A team fell out, as did Don Stover 
of the U.S. Vase B team. Stover’s 
countershaft snapped. 2 

When the leased computer spit out 
the results “of the first day, 
Czechoslovakia led the World Trophy 
standings for the fourth year in a row 
and the Pentons lay 6th. Italy’s jockey 
size Vase A team had a good hold on 
the Silver Vase with America’s A team 
down in ninth, for Ron Bohn had had 


The winning Czech Trophy Team could hardly contain their joy. 
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trouble on the trail and dropped 5 vital 
points.. The luck of the Irish was the 
worst; their A Vase team lost 184 
points, making them 25th after the first 
day. 

KTM (Italian, Pentons) were the top 
manufacturer’s team and the Triumphs 
were first 4-strokers at 15th. Rokon 
USA lay 29th, but clean and the Belgian 
Husqvarna’s were 50th, and last. 

Of the club teams, the Italians were 
first, West Germans second and the 
Golden Gators of the USA were third. 
Twenty fourth and last was the ill fated 
Zambia Motorsports Association. 


The Second Day 

Tuesday was wet. It rained all night 
and was still coming down hard from 
the pewter New England skies at the 7 
a.m. start. Fat drops pelted riders faces 
at 80 MPH like buckshot. Great weather 
for Italians. The Latins flew down the 
slippery slopes, which tossed American 
qualifying star Jim Hollander on his 
head, causing a concussion. Riders were 
trucked to.the hospital, where broken 
ribs were taped up as they demanded to 
be let back into the action. Their teams 
needed them. One hundred points a day 
were lost for each rider out. 

Trials Director Al Eames put the “B” 
schedule into effect on.the second day. 
This meant the men didn’t have to 
destroy themselves on the dangerous 
trail, keeping on time. It would have 
been easier to invoke the faster “A” 
schedule, force maximum retirements 
and eliminate a lot more scoring, but 
Eames told a reporter, “that’s not the 
name of the game.” What is the name of 
the game, he was asked? “Perserverance 
at a conservative rate of speed,” Eames 
responded. 

When the computer spit out the 
scores for Tuesday, there was 
astonishment and consternation. The 
U.S. Vase A team, with Malcolm Smith, 
Dick Burleson, Ed Schmidt and Ron 
Bohn, all on Huskies, had moved into 
second place, despite Bohn’s 5 mark loss 
of Monday. All the other Vase 
contenders had lost more than twenty 
marks in the rain, except West 
Germany’s BMW heavies, who gave up 
only two. Was there a chance? 

The East Germans, who had suffered 
strange engine seizures these two days 
discovered that the oil they were mixing 
with their gas was fork oil. The motors 
would have had to be torn apart and 
degummed, which is not allowed in 
6-Days. They loaded up and went home, 
bitter at this blow to their long standing 
rivalry with the Czechs and West 
Germans. 

Italians were swimming in the rain, 
with teams on top of the manufacturers 
and club standings. The Golden Gators 
slipped back to fourth place with poorer 
showings in the speed tests. 

The Third Day 

The rain was over, but the woods 
were dark and cold. U.S. trophyman Bill 
Uhl got word that his mother had died 
of cancer in the night. Wednesday was Rays of late afternoon filter through the New England woods, and the trail goes on.

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the gloomiest. The unique reality of a 
6-Days was sinking in. This event goes 
on and on and on, beating one’s spirit 
down, disheartening. You’re knocked 
down, but you get up painfully and 
resume slugging. Six-Days weeds out the 
weak early. It destroys the flash 
performers, It distills the perservers, the 
strong of spirit and those who hang in 
there for all they are worth, no matter 
what. 

The Six-Days is a trial for everybody, 
and an ordeal for some. The support 
crews are tired, the press is frustrated, 
the AMA is frazzled. “It’s like six 
Daytonas in a row,” quips course clerk 
Dave Welch. Even the spectators are 
bedraggled. Six-Days is like nothing else 
in the world. 

But the results at the halfway point 
are worth it. American teams are leading 
the Vase chase and the Golden Gators 
are second place club. The Penton 
Trophy Teams hangs in there sixth. 

The Fourth Day 

Up and aware at 6 A.M. eggs and 
coffee and enter the closed control at 
seven. A cold, clear morning — “‘A” 
schedule weather. Change a tire, switch 
a sprocket, push to the starting line with 
the axle nuts in your pocket, start in 
your minute, ride across the penalty of 
hell to the first check and change your 
chain. Today you ride up that horrible, 
slippery downhill where you lost it on 
Tueday. Nurse that noisy piston one 
more mile, one more check, one more 
day. Hand hurts, small finger useless 
from smacking that tree yesterday. Pain 
in the hip has gone away, to return in 
the night, where you bounced off the 
rock. No American crew at the second 
gas check, Get gas from the Swedes, 
Hope it works. Acceleration test: Banzai 
through the quarter-mile trap with arm 
wrapped around the cylinder to muffle 
the knocking piston from the sound 
meter. Motocross test: berm off the 
rocks that German ahead of you uses. 
Closed control, next stop. One more 
mile...one more kilometer. 

Results are available by midnight. 
The AMA is getting its act together. 
U.S. Trophy Team dropped two points, 
yet rose to fifth behind Czechoslovakia, 
Great Britain, Austria and West 
Germany. U.S. Vase team is still first. 
Our Golden Gators are first club team. 
There is time for a tired hurrah as we 
fall into bed. Eighty-six failed to start 
the fourth day. 

The Fifth Day 

Chains are stretched like bungee 
cords. Sprockets are smooth as saucers. 
The carborundum mud grinds metal like 
valve compound. Wheel bearings are 
loose from the continual pounding. 
What you wouldn’t give for an hour in 
the shop with a shelf full of new parts. 

That is why the Six-Days was 
invented. If you were going to design a 
contest that would decide the 
manufacturer of the best motorcycles in 
the world, you would come up with 
something very much like Six-Days. If 
you wanted to determine the strongest, 
fastest, most skilled and 
persistent/consistent riders in the world, 
you would have to end up with a 
contest like the Six-Days. If you would 
test the strategy and organization 
toward a competitive goal of the 
individual mations and teams, you 
would have to involve them in a free 
for all war, or something like the 
Six-Days. 

Results after the fifth day: Trophy 
Teams unchanged. American Vase A 
team still solid in first place. But Barry 
Higghins’ Kawasaki seized solid at full 
speed on the pavement, spitting him off 
and dropping the team to the basement. 

Tom Clark is out, the Puch took on 
water. Ken Maabs is out, the Husky lost 
it sparks. Lars Larsson parked his 
gearless Kaw, as did Mike Patrick and 
Eric Jensen and Ron Bishop. Don 
Stover retired the Husky. Two of the 
German Crucifix BMW crowd pleasers 
ran out of time, and Ken Harvey retired 
the big Triumph Trophy Trail. 

Missouri’s Dave Mungenast has 
somehow nursed his Triumph through 
the fifth day only seven points down. 
Seven Triumphs are among the twelve 
Open class bikes still living. 

Bill Uhl is seventh 100cc rider for the 
fifth straight day. Dave Leimbach is 
10th. Joe Barker (Pen) is 17th 125. 
Stellan Tingstrom (USA) is 20th on his 
Monark. Doug Wilford (Pen) is 23rd, 
Paul Danik (Pen) 25th, Tom Penton

Finishing is the name 
of the 6-Days. 

In the 175 class after the fifth day, 
Americans still operating were Dick 
Burleson (Hus), Bren Moran (Puch), and 
Jeff Penton. 

Two-fifty ceesees, the largest class of 
entries, still holds Carl Cranke (Pen) in 
10th, Malcolm Smith (Hus) 15th, Don 
Cutler (Oss) 20th, Charlie Vincent (Oss) 
22nd, Dave Latham (Oss) 28th and Jim 
Piasecki (Hus) 32nd. 

Teen-aged Jack Penton is running 
fifth in the 350 class, Ron Bohn (Hus) is 
12th followed direcly by Gary Snider 
(Rok), Jim Fogle (Rok), and Carl 
Berggren on a Husky, then the two 
Rokons of Ron Lamastus and Jim 
Simmons, 

Ben Bower upholds the U.S. flag in 
the 500 class with Jake Fisher (Huskies) 
10th and 11th. Smilin’ Gary Surdyke 
has kept the only U.S. Yamaha running 
these five frantic days. 

Still operating in the Open class, 
besides Mungenast, are Ed Schmidt 
(Hus) in third place, Dave Eames and 
John Greenrose (Tri) 9th and 10th. 


The Sixth Day 


Up before the sun one more time, 
only 109 miles and a motocross to go in 
this toughest ISDT in recent history. 
But Yagh...it is snowing. You haven’t 
come this far to cop out now. What’s a 
little freeze if you’re still on your gold. 
If your name is Jake Fisher, your 
shoulder has been dislocated since 
Wednesday. The pain is an old 
companion by now, but Jake hasn’t 
dropped that first point yet to put him 
off his gold. 

Same with Don Cutler. An amazing 
string of bad luck has harassed him all 
week. By Wednesday he had lost all but 
first and fifth gears out of his Ossa, but 
he stays grimly on his gold. 

Trails are icy through the mountains, 
streets are wet, the Italian’s Gileras start 
coming apart and ubiquitous NETRA 
course marshalls catch them in the act 
of changing motorcycles. The twenty 
marshalls have made our American 
6-Days the least cheatingest yet. 

Will our Husky Vase Team hold their 
grip on the coveted cup to the very end? 
Don’t get overconfident, team manager 
Jack Lehto warns them. 

The Trophy Team hasn’t a chance. 
Lack of enough preparation and 
incredibly sloppy management will keep 
them down in fifth place. 

The Czechs, the Germans, the 
Austrians and even the British know the 
course backwards and forwards. The 
foreigners cannot believe the Americans 
are actually getting lost. Local residents, 
waiting at the bad spots hoping to see 
some’ crashes, report that all the 
foreigners seem to know about the 
hazards ahead and slow down for them, 
but not our guys. They discover in 
midair that the road has suddenly 
turned left under them. 

Dick Burleson, riding the 175cc 
Husky on our leading Vase team is late 
to a check. Minutes tick by as we watch 
our chances drain. Finally, six minutes 
late, he clocks in. Relief. Whew. Malcolm 
Smith, Ed Schmidt and Ron Bohn arrive 
in plenty of time. We’ve got the Silver 
Vase. Even the final test cannot take it 
away. 

It is all over but the last special test, 
traditionally a road race, but changed 
for the first time to a grass track race. 


Some riders change into MX pants and 
jerseys, but most, noting the freezing 
drizzle, keept their riding suits on. 

The grass track race is a tie breaker, 
but since there are no ties to break in 
this American 6-Days, the racers are out 
for a lark. It is startling to see brake 
lights flashing as they enter the turns. 
The course is virgin pasture, proving 
nobody has had the advantage of 
practice on it. The drizzle demoralizes 
the spectators and they anticlimatically 
file out before the final wave flags off. 


Aftermath 

History will note the first American 
International 6-Days Trial ended well. 
The organizers, handicapped by the loss 
of their two chief honchos only four 
weeks before the event, rose to. the 
challenge and seldom made the same 
mistake twice. Acting Director Ed , 
Youngblood came through the crucible 
a tougher material than went in. The 
New England Trail Riders and Al Eames 
provided an excellent course and ran 
their end perfectly — No marks lost. @

another first. There is no doubt 
Marland is our best Master in 


competition. 

Mark Eggar is going to be right in 
there. A broken wrist at the start of the 
year has been troublesome, but his form 
and second place reveal practice. Bernie 
Schreiber (fourth) Richard Delaney 
(fifth), George Smith (third), and 
Martin Belair are very close in points for 
the 1974 number two plate. 

George only rode as a Master four 
times last year and since the first of the 
year has been constantly doing well, he 
said “The No. 2 plate will not be 
decided until the last event, there are 
only five left, and we will be over here 
waiting for the results every time.” 

The Plonkers had an excellent trials. 
Marland Whaley said, “‘This is the best 
trials I have attended, the sections were 
challenging — not easy or extremely 
difficult. 

Mike Griffits rode well but dabbed a 
couple of times too many for he tied for 
first with Steve Graham but Steve won 
(five cleans to three cleans) the Expert 
class. Mike had second and this gave him 
enough points to transfer to Master. 
Andre Plouffe was third. There was 
another tie for fourth between John 
Wirth (six cleans) and Mike Hansen 
(three cleans). 


Don Anderson who won the 
Amateur class is now a new Expert and 
if Allen Anderson (seconds) continues 
he will soon transfer. Watch out for Phil 
Smith, he was third. 


The most enjoyable portion of the 
day was last. I was riding around and 
came across Mr. Ukai (Honda 
production engineer on the trials 
Honda) who had completed his. final 
loop and was examining the 
Expert-Master traps and finding them 
incredible. In one Master only section 
he shook his head as he touched the top 
of a solid rock face where a deposit of 
aluminum had thickened from repeated 
pounding. 


In Japan he said there are as many as 
100 contestants in a trials, the sections 
are very short and simple. At present 
the Japanese all ride the same class but 
next year there will be a Novice anda 
Intermediate class, he added out of the 
100 riders he finished in the middle. On 
the way to another Master section I 
offered to trade motorcycles, he found 
my 325 Bultaco a treat and was 
delighted with the torque. His Honda 
has to be the most comfortable trials 
machine and it has lots of go. e

Interview: 


Kenny 


In the program for the Golden 
Gate mile there was a brief blurb 
on Ken Roberts, which began with 
a 1972 quote, “There’s always 
next year.” Now it’s next year, and 
after finishing fourth in his first year as 
an Expert, 21-year-old Ken Roberts has 
won the 1973 Grand National 
Championship. In his first year as a 
Novice he was Number One. “The 
following year, as a Junior, he was 
Number One. Ken Roberts is 
singleminded. 

We haven't checked the statistics, but 
it’s doubtful that anyone else has risen 
so swiftly to the top in professional 
motorcycle racing. Roberts and his 
persistent racetrack shadow Gary Scott, 
second place finisher this year, have 
literally stormed through the ranks of 
championship competition. All of a 
sudden they were just there, out front. 

Some of the veterans on the circuit 
doubted that the quick kids could last. 
Others went looking for more 
horsepower, and a few probably began 
to admit, reluctantly, that the years 
were piling up. And out East a lot of 
folks had to be saying, “Hey, who are 
those guys anyway?” 

Like the majority of top-ranked pro 
riders, Ken Roberts ts a small guy, about 
56”, maybe 135 at the outside. He’s 
got an ahtletically solid build, Your high 
school probably had a Ken Roberts 
replica, the kid who was too small for 
football but made first string halfback 
his sophomore year or the kid who was 
too short for basketball but scored 36 
points in his first varsity game. 

At the Golden Gate mile, Ken was 
running well in- front in his heat when 
he crashed on the next to last lap. When 
the day’s racing was over, we talked 
with the new champion, 


CN: You had a comfortable lead in the 
heat race, Ken, What happened? 

KR: We had a little trouble with the 
back wheel staying on the motorcycle. 
Going into the third turn the chain 
came off and then the wheel came off, 
and I decided to throw it away before I 
ran into the haybales. 

CN: Bend the bike up bad? 

KR: Yeah, bent the forks up. It'll be 
alright; we'll fix it. 

CN: Disappointed? 

KR: Well, no, because it wasn’t a 
National. I’m just glad I didn’t get hurt, 
with Ontario next weekend. I want to 
be ready for that race, which is the 
second biggest road race. Because at 
Daytona I was hurt and I didn’t get to 
ride that one as well as I could have. 
CN: At the beginning of the year, what 
did you think of your chances on 
becoming Grand National Champion? 
KR: I knew I had a chance, but a lot of 
other guys did too. Yamaha did a great 
job this year. They hired Shell Thuet to 
do the dirt trackers and Kel Carruthers 
to do the road racers, and all I had to do 
was show up and race. That made it 
pretty convenient for me; I didn’t have 
to worry about working on the bikes, 
and it gave me less to think about. 

CN: Does Shell do your tuning? 

KR: Yeah, he’s been setting up mine 
and his friend Buddy Meyers is doing” 
Don Castro’s, and they worked out real 
good. We had real good luck with the 
dirt trackers this year. 

CN: What kind of racing did you start 
with? 

KR: Just scrambles racing. I was 14 and 
ran the local scrambles around Modesto 
on a 50cc motorcycle. 

CN: What kind? i 

KR: It was a Tohatsu. At that time they 
had quit making it, but that’s the only 
thing I had. So I raced it until I got a 
90cc Hodaka and won some Novice 
races. Then got’ into Amateur 
classification, then’ on to Expert 
classification in the Sportsman category. 
Won several High point trophies and, 
you know, typical Sportsman stuff. 
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Roberts 





Then at age 18 I went Class C for Cliff 
Aksland, who sponsored me on a 
Suzuki, He worked on my Yamahas last 
year for me. Then went into Novice. and 
got number one Novice, on to Junior 
and number one Junior and now 
number one Expert. 


CN: How did you happen to sign with _ 


Yamaha? 

KR: None of the other factories wanted 
to support Juniors as well as Yamaha 
did. I asked several other people if they 
were interested, and they were to a 
certain point, but Yamaha really fixed 
me up like I was an Expert, and they 
thought I’d make a good Expert and it 
paid off for them. The other companies 
weren’t so sure; they had their Experts 
so they didn’t need any other riders. 
CN: You and Gary Scott have raced 
against each other quite a bit. Are you 
friends? 

KR: Yeah, very good friends. Never had 
any disagreements or arguments. Gary 
and I get along real good. 

CN: Road racing is the newest aspect of 
your career, right? 

KR: Yeah, road racing is the newest. 
Kel Carruthers taught me about 
everything I picked up in road racing as 
quick as I did, So I had a good teacher, 
and without him I couldn’t have learned 
as fast as I did. When I did get the hang 
of it, last year, I picked up the basic 
things pretty quick, I really like it now, 
where I used to just ride it. 

CN: Do you feel as comfortable on a 
road racer as you do on a dirt tracker? 
KR: Yeah, now I do. I used to think 
that dirt tracking was my strong point, 
but now I’m thinking that road racing is 
as strong if not stronger than dirt track. 
At Daytona I had a flat tire, I got third 
at Dallas, third at Atlanta, second at 
Loudon, quit at Laguna Seca, second at 
Pocono, and second at Charlotte and at 
Talladega I blew up. 

CN: Will you be riding the Yamaha 700 
next year? 

KR: Yeah, we’ll have them ready to go 
for Daytona. 

CN: Have you ridden one yet? 

KR: No, I haven’t, Kel and Gary Fisher 
have, but I’ve yet to get on one. My dirt 
program interferred with going to Japan 
to ride one. 

CN: Do you think there should be rule 
changes to keep the 4-strokes 
competitive in road racing? 


KR: I don’t know. The 4-strokes are in| 


there now, with the way points are 
gathered for dirt track and road racing. 
But I think there will be a lot of 
problems riding the 700, tire problems 
and chain problems. Things we’re going 
to have to work out that won’t be 
worked out as quick as everybody 
thinks. So we’re going to have our

problems. 

If the 4-stroke people can’t make a 
competitive motorcycle, then I don’t 
know what will happen. But the rules 
change so much. A company might 
make a 750 and then the rules changed 
to 500; any particular year they can 
change the rules and say, “Well the rules 
changed ‘cause you guys went too fast.” 
That would shoot the factory down, 
and they’d be out that much money, 
and you can’t do that. The rules should 
be changed. Maybe just let them make 
one motorcycle to race, or the 4-stroke 
companies probably are going to be a 
little disappointed. 

CN: Do you think it would be fair to 
give the 4-strokes some extra 
displacements? 

KR: Have you ever seen a 1000cc 
Honda? 

CN: Not that stayed together very long. 
KR: Well I can assure you that the 
factory can get ‘em to stay together for 
a long time. And that would just put 
2-strokes right back in the hole. The 
Honda qualified this year at Daytona as 
good as any 2-stroke. All 4-strokes 
aren’t behind. 

CN: What kind of rule change would 
you like to see? 

KR: I'd like to see something like a 
support class, The factories have taken 
over so much; anything the factory does 
they’re gonna win. They have the best 
riders and they have the best 
equipment. You can’t beat that 
combination. Now if they had a support 
class for the non-factory racers, and let

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to stop for gas once in each heat, which 
will hurt, Even if that doesn’t keep 
them down, the big Kawasakis don’t 
have the reliability record of Yamahas 
in long races. If anybody can make one 
win it though, it’s Irv Kanemoto. Nixon 
ride’s Irv’s bike, and, nobody has any 
. doubts about Gary being back on the 
bubble. Then, too, Kawasaki is reigning 
champion after their win last year via 
Paul Smart. (Yvon also gave Kawasaki 
the Talladega win last year). You can’t 
count Kawasaki out. 

If you think back to Ontario last 
year and look past victory circle, one 
name will stand out: Cliff Carr. Cliff 
was the popular hero last year, the 
underdog who led until his engine 
broke. Cliff still hasn’t finished a race 
without trouble, but he scored second 
at Laguna Seca with no rear brake, and 
ran second at Charlotte until his 
transmission went away. Rumor has it 
that other riders won’t go to near Cliff 
in the pits because they’re afraid that 
some of his bad luck might rub off. 

It may be that Cal Rayborn got too 
close to Cliff. His luck has been about as 
rotten. Cal will be one of the 
four-stroke lover’s favorites along with 
Gary Scott, Mert Lawwill, and Dick 
Mann. A look back at the history of the 
season teaches us that Scott will 
probably be the highest finisher of this 
group; he’s crafty enough to win. 
Nobody on a four stroke has the 
horsepower to win on that alone, but 
Mann has the patience. 

People who have done well here in 
the previous two runnings of Ontario 
won’t be very well represented. John 
Cooper, the first year’s winner by the 
depth of the tread on his front tire, 
won’t be on hand. He’s retired. Also 
missed will be Geoff Perry and Renzo 
Pasolini, who finished second and third 
last year, both of whom have been 
killed this year. Nor will fourth place 
Mark Brelsford be back in business. 
1972 winner Paul Smart will be back 
this time on a Suzuki. He took one of 
his 750’s to England without a 
mechanic and never even changed the 
spark plugs in all the races he entered. 
He can do it again. 

Peter Williams’ name must go down 
in the “good chance” bracket for two 
reasons, First, an Englishman has always 
won this event. Secondly, the John 
Player Norton mounted rider is the 
hottest thing going on British pavement 
because he has lots of talent and 
because he rides an excellent handling, 
rather quick machine. He’ll rival Gary 
Scott for top four stroke. 

But I don’t figure any of these guys 
to ‘finish second. I pick Teuvo 
Lansivuori to fill the number two spot 
at the Champion Spark Plug Motorcycle 


Teuvo Lansivuori is picked for second. 





The new National Champ doesn’t need the points, but he'll score well. 








Classic. .Lansivuori will be second 
because he’s smart and because he rides 
a Yamaha and that’s the combination 
that will be required to win the long 
race on the tricky Ontario track. 

While I’m saying foolish things that 
I'd rather have forgotten come October 
first, I'll fill a few other spots. Third 
will be Cliff Carr. I think that’s based on 
sentiment more than anything, but Cliff 
tries very hard and keeps going despite 
a lot of adversity. Fourth will be Peter 
Williams, fifth will be Kenny Roberts on 
his way to the number one plate, and 
sixth will be Gary Scott. There are 
enough specifics there that I can’t 
possibly be right, but I won’t be 
surprised if half their names appear 
amongst those positions. 








Ontario’s road course is 3.19 miles 
long and has at least 19 turns that you 
have to consider in picking your way 
around it. Probably the two most 
difficult parts to get through are the fast 
left handers, the 7-8-9 series and the 
12-14-15 series. (There is no turn 13, of 
course), Both sections are series of turns 
that inter-relate; that is, your line 
through one turn is related to the turn 
following and/or preceding it. Turn 9 
particularly is quite slippery. 

The most important turn on the 
course is turn 19. It’s important because 
it leads onto the straight. It is vital to 
get a hard drive out of 19 for a good lap 
time. 

This year for the first time, the 
infield will be open for campers and 
cars. The hot set up is probably to pick 
a turn and park your camper overnight 
at the fence near it. The. single 
disadvantage of Ontario is that it is so 
flat and hard to see. Having something 
down there to sit on (like a camper) 
would overcome the problem. Campers 
have to be in by 5 AM Sunday. 

Ontario Motor Speedway is located 
in Ontario, California (unfortunately, 


everyone seems to think that the only 
Ontario in the world is in Canada), right 
next to Interstate 10 on the North side. 
This puts it about an hour or less east of 
downtown Los Angeles. 

Gates open at eight every day and 
the schedule will be something like this. 
Friday will be used for practice all day. 
Admission will cost you two bucks, The 
250 races will be held on Saturday, 
September 29. The Novice race will be 
76 miles long and the Junior-Expert 
Combined will be 120 miles long. 
Saturday admission will be four dollars. _ 
Sunday’s program will start with the 80 
mile (cut from the original 120 miles) 
Junior event for big bikes. The 
Champion Spark Plug Motorcycle 
Classic will be run Sunday afternoon 
and will again be two 125 mile- 
segments. Points are awarded by 
position in each “moto” and the winner 
takes the most. You can buy a ticket to 
the garage area for five dollars, and it 
will cost you the same to park in the 
infield. Sunday admission is six bucks — 
ten if you want victory circle seats. 

Victory circle at Ontario is a hell of a 
good place to be. e

Part One

A lot of people are very upset 
about the newly released Bureau 
of Land Management California 


Desert Plan 


proposal would “close about 93% of the 
California Desert to competition 
events”, in the words of Russ Sanford. 
While this interpretation is highly 
controversial, it reflects the frame of 
mind many people are in concerning the 
plan. Charges and counter charges are 
being flung around, with 
conservationists threatening in some 
cases to sue, bikers threatening to 
demonstrate, and anxiety generally 
permeating the whole affair. 

It seems that, with the BLM 
California Desert Plan, you’re just 
starting to see the nose of what could 
well turn out to be a monsterous ogre 
ascending from the administrative 
depths. All the agencies responsible for 
the implementation of Executive Order 
11644 will soon release their plans for 
doing just that. Where will you be able 
to ride? What lands will be open or 
closed? What will be the general 
attitudes of the agencies in question 
(under the Departments of Interior, 
Agriculture, and Defense, and the 
Tennessee Valley Authority) towards 
ORV use? 

What can you expect? No one in the 
agencies involved is going to tell a 
newspaper reporter exactly what the 
final draft of their plan will contain, due 
to the restrictions of the Administrative 
Procedures Act. However, a little help 
from “reliable inside sources”, a look at 
the proposals, and the reactions of key 
officials to a long haired biker referred 
to them in late August, 1973 by David 
N. Parker, Special Assistant to the 
President, may ‘provide a few 
suggestions. 

The Forest Service is the branch of 
the Department of Agriculture that will 
handle that Department’s role in the 
implementation of the infamous 
Executive Order. Alan J. Lamb is the 
Assistant Director of Recreation for the 
Forest Service. Lamb talked with me 
about the proposed regulation the 
Forest Service released about March of 
this year. “It was subject to public 
comment, and after the first of May, we 
made an analysis of the five or six 
hundred letters we received from the 
public on the „regulation. Having 
evaluated those public comments, we 
are now in the process of incorporating 
a few minor changes into the draft 
regulation that we proposed. Our 
timetable is geared for a September 
release of the final regulation and 
also a draft environment statement we 
are preparing. This will depend on a 
certam amount of review at the higher 
levels of this organization and also on 
the Office of Management and Budget 
level. 

“The Forest Service,” continued 
Lamb, “has for many years had the 
authority to control ORVs, usually 
motorcycles within the National 
Forests. We have exercised this 
authority in places where the resources 
were being damaged to an intolerable 
level or public safety was a factor. 

“For example, if we had an area 
where Elk calving normally took place

in the spring arid early summer, we 
might close the area to the use of ORVs 
during those certain periods of time. In 
Southern California we close much of 
the watershed areas almost half a year 
because of the fire danger. We have 
closed much of the Sierra Nevada, in 
areas of extremely erosive granite soils, 
to ORV use except on trails. 

“Over the years we’ve closed about 
10% of our trails system outside of 
wilderness areas, about 8,000 miles 
closed out of 80,000 miles of trails. We 
have also closed about seven million 
acres of open land to either ORVs or 
snowmobiles. 

“Basic policy in the past has been 
that the use of off road vehicles are 
valid recreational experiences for many 
people. This is a legitimate use of public 
lands. Therefore our approach has been 
that Forest Service lands are open to 
ORV use until they are specifically 
closed for some reason.” 

The Bureau of Land Management, it 
has developed, has a serious problem 
with semantic slant in reports and 
studies having to due with the question 
of ORV use in specific areas. This may 
not seem too important to some people. 
Indeed, many people pass off the study 
of semantics as missing the forest in 
favor of the trees. However, words and 
their selection can profoundly influence 
the reactions of a listener/reader to a 
report, and can show where the 
researcher’s heart and sympathies really 
lie. 

In the case of the BLM semantics 
problem, one report that was made by 
the University of California on the 
Algodones Dunes area of the desert 
comes to mind. It speaks of ORV use as a 
“problem”. This sets up the reader for 
the “solution”, which is of course to 
eliminate ORV use. While this type of 
thing may be fine when talking about 
the litter trouble at UCR, such biases 
should a)not surface in reports 
prepared by what is considered an 
expert source for a government that is 
to represent an entire populace and 
respect the viewpoints contained within 
that populace, or b) be made entirely 
explicit at the beginning of the report. I 
asked Lamb if the Forest Service shared 
this problem with its bureaucratic 
brother, the BLM. 

“T guess a person’s biases do come 
out,” answered Lamb, “from time to 
time. Our studies are open to public 
comment. If our biases are showing, 
they can be identified and pointed out 
by people who are interested. It is a 


rather difficult thing to eliminate biases * 


in relationship to motorcycles and other 
off-road vehicles. Some people have a 
deep seated bias against. Other people 
have a bias for. We try to make our 
environmental reports objective. I 
hestitate to say that all our biases are 
against ORVs. Some of our 
administrators use ORVs, and ‘the 
department itself uses ORVs. 

‘“*People themselves destroy 
resources,” Lamb continued. “Horses at 
times can be as damaging to meadows 














and vegetation as off-road vehicles. Our 
administrators tend to be oriented 
towards protecting resources. We have 
to reach a balance point where use 
doesn’t damage ‘intolerably the 
resources we are entrusted to protect.” 

Reports filter in to us at Cycle News 
every once in awhile alleging that this or 
that government agency closed off a 
bunch of prime riding land without so 
much as a public notice. Does the 
Forest Service, I asked Lamb, hold 
public hearings, and will it continue to 
hold public hearings before making any 
regulation or restriction concerning 
ORV operation on lands under their 
jurisdiction? ‘I wouldn’t say public 
hearings,” Lamb said, backing off from 
that terminology. “At least there would 
be an opportunity for public comment. 
In some cases there would be public 
meetings. I’m not saying that there will 
be a public hearing on each opening and 
closure. There will be public notice, and 
an opportunity for public comment. 
This may not apply in certain situations 
of emergency nature, such as in the case 
of areas after wildfires, to allow seeding 
of the areas. In emergency cases there 
may be times and places when we must 
act immediately without public 
comment.” 

This sounds pretty reassuring and it 
could, taken at face value, constitute a 
good program to ensure public 
participation in Forest Service decisions 
affecting ORV use. Unfortunately, it is 
not quite so simple. A brief notice in 
the legal notice section of a local 
newspaper could fulfill the requirement 
for public notice, and an available post 
office box would fulfill the requirement 
of public comment opportunity. Say for 
example, a Forest Service unit wished to 
close the East Cowbungaland National 
Forest to all ORV use due to strong 
anti-ORV agitation by preservationists. 
They could list a public notice in the 
legal notice section of the East 
Cowbungaland Village Gazette, Tuesday 
edition, circulation 1237, and solicit 
public comment before a date three 
weeks later, submitted in the form of 
letters sent to a post office box. Many 
urban dwellers from a megopolis two 
hundred miles away might use the East 
Cowbungaland National Forest for ORV 
related recreation, but probably few of 
those users read the East Cowbungaland 
Gazette, Tuesday edition. By the time 
they figure out what is going on, the 
place could. already be closed to their 
sport. 

This is not to say that this will 
happen. This is merely to point out the 
possibilities that could arise quite legally 
and to the letter of the Forest Service - 
outside and also self-imposed 
regulatrıns on procedures for land 
manage)nent. The trick is to. applaud the 
fair iatent of the _ regulations, 
procedures, and accompanying rhetoric, 
but keep a wary eye on the actual 
implementation, and who is doing the 
implementing 

Speaking of the actual 
implementation of EO 11644 to the 
point of land use determination for 
specific areas, Lamb addressed himself 
to the system to be used in that process. 
“What is anticipated is that each 
National Forest, or the planning unit, 
will make its examination, (of its 
situation in regard to ORV use there), 
and make a proposal for use 
management. This proposal will be 
made public, and people will have the 
opportunity to comment. There will 
be public meetings on the proposal, and 
public input will be evaluated and 
analyzed before final designation of 
areas that will be closed and open, and 
those areas that will have restrictions on 
them. It is interesting to note that the 
Executive Order deals not just with 
closures, and it really doesn’t emphasize 
closures, It says that each agency should 
develop regulations that derive places 
that are open to use by off-road 
vehicles, then it goes on to areas and 
trails that are closed to off-road 
vehicles, I think we have to add a third 
category, areas and trails where use by 
off-road vehicles is restricted, perhaps 
by time of the year, by certain types of 
vehicles, etc., etc.” 

What will happen then, is that the 
Forest Service, like other involved 
governmental agencies following the 
dictates of EO 11644, will soon release 
its final general regulations and rules, 
(or policies), concerning ORV use, After 
these are released, each unit of Forest 
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Service controlled land will make its 
own survey of the local ORV use 
situation and propose. specific 
regulations based on the general Forest 
Service regulations, and stating exactly 
what areas within their control are and 
are not open, closed, or restricted, just 
like the BLM California Desert Planning 
Program has done with their already 
infamous desert plan. The Forest 
Service regulations, as they were when 
first proposed (final regulations are not 
available before release due to the 
restrictions of the. Administrative 
Procedures Act) follow. 


The regulations in this part pertain to 
administrative designation of specific areas 
and trails of National Forest System lands on 
which the use of off-road vehicles shall be 
allowed, restricted, or prohibited and 
establishing controls governing the use of 
off-road vehicles on such areas. 

(a) ‘‘Off-road vehicles” means any 
motorized vehicles designed for or capable of 
travel on or immeidately over land, water, 
sand, snow, ice, marsh, swampland, or other 
terrain; - except that such term excludes 
(1) any registered motorboat (2) any 
military, fire or law enforcement vehicle when 
used for emergency purposes, and (3) any 
vehicle whose use is expressly authorized by 
the Chief, Forest Service, under a permit, 
lease, license, or contract, 

(b) “National Forest System lands” means 
National Forests, National Grasslands, and 
other lands and interests in lands administered 
by the Forest Service. 

(c) “Official use” means an employee, 
agent, or designated representative of the 
Forest Service or one of its contractors in the 
course of his employment, agency, or 
representation. 

On National Forest System lands the 
continuing resource planning process will 
provide for designation of specific areas and 
trails for off-road vehicle use, use restrictions, 
and closures to any or all types of such use. 
The planning process will analyze and 
evaluate alternatives to enable decisions which 
best balance protection of the respurces, 
promotion of safety for all ` users 
minimization of use conflicts, an 
accomplishment of all of the other resource 
objectives for National Forest System lands. 
Analysis and evaluation of off-road vehicle 
uses will take into consideration factors such 
as noise, safety, quality of the various 
recreational experiences provided, potential 
impacts on soil, watersheds, vegetation, fish, 
wildlife, fish and wildlife habitat, and existing 
or proposed recreational uses of the same of 
neighboring lands, 

The public shall be provided an 
opportunity to participate in the designation 
of areas and trails relating to off-road vehicle 
use. Advance notice will be given to allow 
review by the public of proposed designations 
or revisions of designations of any areas or 
trails for off-road vehicle use, for restrictions, 
or for closures to such use. Time will be 
allowed for public response prior to any 
designations or revisions. 

Areas and trails where off-road vehicle use 

is restricted or prohibited shall be marked 
with appropriate signs. Notices of restrictions 
or notices of the closure shall be posted so as 
to reasonably bring them to the attention of 
the public, and a copy of the restriction order 
or closure order shall be kept available to the 
public in the Offices of the District Rangers 
and Forest Supervisors. Information and maps 
will be published and distributed describing 
the conditions of use and the time periods 
when areas and trails are: (a) open to off-road 
vehicle use, (b) restricted to certain types of 
off-road vehicle use, (c) closed to off-road 
vehicle uses, 
Escept as provided in this part, and except for 
use in connection with mining activities under 
the the provisions of the General Mining Act 
of 1872, the use of off-road vehicies Is 
Prohibited in areas and trials on National 
Forest System lands during any period when 
such areas and trails have been closed to 
vehicles or certain types of vehicles pursuant 
to these regulations. 

Use of off-road vehicles on National Forest 
System lands where the use of off-road 
vehicles is prohibited may be allowed for 
official use or with prior authorization by 
means of an Off-Road Vehicle permit. 
Off-Road Vehicle permits may be issued by 
the Chief, Forest Service, and such permits 
will be for a specific area, conditions-of use 
and a definite period of time. Off-Roa 
Vehicle permits shall be revocable ` for 
violation of the rules and regulations 
governing the National Forests. 


Note that the regulations exclude 
certain vehicles used in mining 
operations under the General Mining 
Act of 1872. It is, of course, very 
counterproductive to try to “‘preserve” 
an area by controlling recreational ORV 
use and yet exempt mining, one of the 
most earth-scarring ecological 
interferences man has ever developed. 
However, that’s the way the law reads, 
and the prospects of changing it soon 
are bleak. 

The Forest Service will also soon 
release a draft environmental statement, 
which is interesting because it actually 
recognizes the economic factor 
involved in the ORV question as well as 
the mining vehicle exemption issue, and 
is fairly objective. Offhand, it would 
appear that Lamb wrote it, as it reads 
the way he talks. According to Lamb, 
there will be an opportunity for public 
comment on this impact statement 
when it is released in its draft form at 
the same time as the final Forest Service 
general ORV regulations are released. 

So you see, the BLM is not the only 
government agency that will be making 
an impact on the dirt rider in the 
coming decade...the Forest Service is 
already well into its act. Next week we 
look at the outlook of a policy-level 
Forest Service Administrator concerning 
ORV regulations. e

Rice Wins Golden Gate Mile

For the first time ever Golden 
Gate Fields opened its Mile track 


to motorcycles. 


The pre-race 


speculation was that the sandy 


course would probably not hold up as 
well as dirt would but with good 
advance planning on the part of the 
promoter and the experience of District 
37 referee “Chub” Kellum the decision 
was made to water and pack the track 
after each race. As it turned out the 
decision was the right one as the track 
held up quite well. Another interesting 
point to ponder is that there were some 
people from Hollywood Park, another 
horse track located in Southern 
California, attending today’s race. Is it 
possible that motorcycle racing has 
broken the ice with some of the more 
prestigious tracks and that we may see 
more professional racing at some of the 
better facilities? 

Rick Hocking set fast Junior time 
with John Gennai going second fastest. 
Danny Hockie was the third fastest 
Junior with Sal Peluso rounding out the 


four fastest qualifiers. 

The fastest Expert was none other 
than next year’s Grand National 
Champion Kenny Roberts. Second 
fastest Expert was Jim Rice with Gene 
Romero -third and Frank Gillespie 
getting the fourth fastest clocking. 

The first Junior heat was one of the 
best Junior races of the season with the 
lead changing no less than six times in 
six miles. Rick Hocking finally came out 
on top with Sal Peluso grabbing the 
second slot ahead of Steve Fredrickson 
and Storme Winter. The second heat 
was over two full seconds faster than 
the first heat and over eight seconds 
faster than the third heat. John Gennai 
was the winner with Mike Renslow 
taking second ahead of Tony Dell and 
Bob Sanders. Danny Hockie led off the 
third and final Junior heat and looked 
as if the race was going to be his but on

engine. Mike Myers moved up for the 
win with Devon Sowell grabbing second 
ahead of Earl Meyer and Gary Tonda. 

The first Expert heat was exciting for 
some and disappointing for others as the 
fast qualifier and pre-race favorite had a 
stroke of bad luck. Kenny Roberts was 
fourth off the line but that all changed 
as next year’s Grand National Champion 
passed three riders between turn one 
and two, When asked how he was able 
to pass the three riders in front of him, 
Kenny’s casual reply was, “the other 
riders let up on the throttle and I just 
kept mine open...” It was really 
impressive to see Kenny go through the 
turns up on the high groove in full lock 
slide that sent a rooster tail of sand high 
in the air. 

After taking the white flag and 
heading for the win down the back 
chute, Kenny started into turn three 
and things started to go wrong. Half 
way between turn three and four the 
rear wheel of Kenny’s factory Yamaha 
let go and Kenny went in to the hay 
bales in a cloud of sand, Paul Bostrom 
moved up for the win and Mark 
Williams grabbed the second slot ahead 
of Al Kenyon, Terry Dorsch, Ron 
Davies, and Dave Clark. 

The second heat was the most 
exciting of the day with the lead 
changing no less than eight times. Don 
Castro was the eventual winner with Jim 
Rice a close second and John Hateley, 
this time on a Triumph, running in the 
third spot. Gene Romero, Mert Lawwill, 
and Jim Odom all did some dicing in the 
third and final Expert heat with Mert 
coming out on top and Romero getting 
the runner-up spot. Odom took third 
with Rookie Jim Crenshaw taking 
fourth. 

When the Junior main came out it 
looked to be a race between Gennai, 
Hocking, Peluso, Earl Meyer, or Mike 
Renslow. All had been doing well all 
day and it was anybody’s guess as to 
who could win. At the finish it was 
Gennai well out front with Hocking in 
second ahead of Sal Peluso who has 
looked good the past_few weeks. Earl 
Meyer took home fourth money with 
Steve Fredrickson taking fifth ahead of 
Gary Tonda. 

The Expert main looked like the 
Who’s Who of dirt track racing. Don 
Castro, Mert Lawwill, Jim Rice, Gene 
Romero, Tom Rockwood, Frank 
Gillespie, John Hateley, all of them are 
outstanding dirt track riders, any one of 
them could win, 

At the start it was Don Castro in the 
lead into the first turn with Jim Rice, 
John Hateley, Randy Scott, Gene 
Romero, Mert Lawwill, and Al Kenyon 
all up in the front of the pack, Coming 
out of turn two Jim Rice was on top 
with everyone trying for position, 
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There were eight lead changes in the second heat. Castro was the winner, Rice was second. 





Hateley moved up to pass Randy Scott, 
with Mark Williams, Randy Skiver, and 
Frank Gillespie all moving up into 
challenging positions. On lap three it 
was still Rice with Lawwill and Jim 
Odom both moving up. Rice and Castro 
kept up their battle in front with 
Hateley and Scott and Romero all close 
behind and trying to pass whenever and 
wherever they could. Going into lap 
nine Rice and Castro started lapping 
some of the slower riders, 

On lap eleven Castro went wide on 
the third turn and Randy Scott shot by 
on the inside. On lap thirteen Hateley 
got by Castro, with Mert, Gillespie, 
Odom, and Romero all moving up to 
challenge Castro. On lap fourteen 
Lawwill got up to within a half a bike’s 
length of Castro and with Rice taking 
the white flag Mert got by Castro. With 
the checkered flag out, Rice led the 
field for the win with Randy Scott 
holding down the second spot ahead of 
Hateley, Lawwill, Castro, Gillespie, and 
Jim Odom. 

Lining up for the Champion’s 
Challenge match race were the winners 
of National Mile and Half-mile races 
from this year. Jim Rice, Don Castro, 
Gene Romero, and Mert Lawwill. It was 
a close race from start to finish for the 
entire four laps with Jim Rice making it 
two in a row for the day ahead of Don 
Castro, Gene Romero, and Mert 
Lawwill. 

That’s how it was at the First Annual 
Tuborg Beer-Golden Gate Fields mile. 
Next year look for it to be on the 
National program, The promoters are 
the same people who make the Super 
Bowl of Motocross such an outstanding 
event each year. They did a fine job on 
this race and the relatively accident free 
program was accepted with a great deal 
of enthusiasm from all who were 
fortunate enough to attend. e

| Trans-AMA Opener 


Rog is back, but 
Pete never left

SPRINGVILLE, NY, SEPT. 28 


The opening 


round of the 


Trans-AMA motocross series was 
just like a good old time movie: 
great cast, good locale; plenty of 


suspense; an interesting plot and, in the 
end, a finish that made you wonder if 
you hadn’t seen it somewhere before. 

Roger DeCoster and Sylvain Geboers 
topped a cast of thousands that 
included Dutchman Gerrit Wolsink, Jim 
Scaysbrook, and L. Alderton from 
Australia, Claudio Pesce, 
Englishman Bob Wright and Bengt 
Aberg from the Land of Blondes. 

Zoar Moto Park, the site of the race, 
is officially located in Springville, New 
York, a town in the middle of the 
Niagra frontier among rolling hills, corn 
fields and the ravages of the Ice Age 
millions of years ago. Unofficially it’s 
east of Eden, west of Freedom, and 
North of Otton, which puts it really in 
the middle of nowhere; a perfect place 
for a race. The track itself has to be one 
of the best in the eastern U.S. with 
outstanding drainage characteristics 
(rain the night before would have 
drowned most facilities), a self watering 
system for dust control, wood chips 
mixed into the surface for a moist 
consistency and the twistiness of a 
drunken snake for a layout. The 
spectators could see most of the track 
from any vantage point. 

The suspense was provided by the 
Honda factory team in an unwitting 
fashion; they were at the mercy of those 
great birds that are supposed to deliver 
what is sent on time and on the right 
flight. In this case the works machines 
should have arrived in Buffalo with the 
riders; no such luck. Snafu after snafu in 
the saga of “where are the bikes” was 
finally solved by a compromise: pick 
the bikes up in Cleveland at 6 a.m. 
Sunday morning and drive to the track. 
They arrived at noon allowing only a 
couple of laps by factory teamsters 
Gary Chaplin and Gary Jones — Marty 
Tripes and DeWayne Jones are still 
recovering from injuries. This prompted 
an unusual set of circumstances 
involving Gary Jones, his bike and the 
time remaining between the arrival of 
the bikes and the first moto which 
prompted this note to the media from 
Jones: 


“I appeared here today to race for 
Honda. Due to problems beyond my 
control and apparently beyond the 
control of American Henda, we have 
been unable to have an Open class 
Honda prepared and delivered to the 
race site for today’s race. 

“I fully anticipate that such will not 
be the case at the next race, and which I 
intend to race and try to win for Honda, 
on a Honda. We all realize that- this 
series is of the ultimate importance, it 
being -the highlight of the motocross 
series, and that a severe handicap would 
be imposed on any rider who was forced 
to lay out of even one race. It is with 
that in mind that we have decided to 
race today on other equipment. 


“The mere fact that I have been or 
forced to ride my personal motorcycle 
should not be interpreted as any 
endorsement or preference. Further, if 
it were possible to compete on my 
CR250 Elsinore, you may be sure I 


would. Neither should this unfortunate 
set of circumstances be interpreted as 
any renunciation of American Honda or 
their fine equipment. I have, at this 
time, no information that would 
indicate that Honda would refuse to 
provide me with an acceptable machine 
for the International class of the 
Trans-AMA series.” 

The plot of course, involved the 
forces of good (pick your favorite riders 
— yea!) and evil (his opponent — Boo!) 
— in two forty minute plus two lap 
international motos. Crowd favorites 
seemed to change with the lead, 
although Roger DeCoster always drew 
cheers as did Jim (Who?) Pomeroy and 
Brad Lackey. 

The overall finish, that seemed to be 
going to any of four riders finally fell on 
the shoulders of that old reliable moto 
master Pierre Karsmakers on a 
mono-shock Yamaha. World 500 Champ 
DeCoster picked up second with 
American Mike Hartwig third and Dutch 
dentist Gerrit Wolsink fourth overall. 
Sounds like the Florida, Texas, National 
and Inter-AMA series all in instant living 
re-run color. 


500 International Class 

Maico rider Gerrit Wolsink decided 
that it would be foolish to wait around 
after the start of the first moto, so he 
proceeded to open up a safe cushion 
over Gary Jones (riding on a camouflaged 
Maico with his Honda leathers, shirt, 
etc.), Steve Stackable and Roger 
DeCoster in the first two laps. Jim 
Pomeroy, Jim Weinert, Rich 
Thorwaldson and Sylvain Geboers were 
already dueling with each other as were 
Jim Scaysbrook, Claudio Pesce, and Lou 
Alderton. Karsmakers was showing 
everyone how to make time, picking off 
riders with ease followed by his apt 
pupil Tim Hart who was enjoying the 
hell out of the mono shock Yammie. 

By the sixth lap Geboers had faded 
into the pits with fork problems; 
Karsmakers had dispatched Jones for 
third while Lackey and Hartwig moved 
into fifth-sixth positions. Wolsink had a 
ten second bulge over DeCoster. 

Wolsink had already developed a 
clutch slippage problem when his 
muffler decided to depart from the 
pipe; this and the fact’ that DeCoster 
and Karsmakers were closing fast put 
Wolsink into third with ten minutes left. 
DeCoster began to push and although 
Pierre stroked it, he couldn’t catch up. 
Later Pierre said that he had waited too 
long before making his move; a fact he 
would remedy in the second moto. Tim 
Hart and Mike Hartwig were battling for 
fourth when a business-like Bengt Aberg 
slipped between the two after Hart’s 
transmission left him with just one gear. 

Jim Pomeroy moved into seventh at 
the finish after a poor start caused him 
to really work; Gary Jones dropped to 
tenth after a crash behind Gary Semics 
and four stroke Bob Wright (CCM) was 
eighth. 

Hartwig’s fourth place left him in a 
good starting position for the second 
moto; a position he parlayed into first 
place at the drop of the gate. Wolsink, 
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on the other had, got away dead last 
while DeCoster, Karsmakers, Jones, 
Chaplin, and Aberg were all way in the 
front runners. Karsmakers put the zap 
on Hartwig almost immediately doing a 
grandstand play by passing Mike in 
front of the spectators on the 
start-finish line; DeCoster moved to 
third with Wolsink gobbling up the field 
to move to fourth. Tim Hart was fifth. 

Jim Weinert picked an early lap to do 
a sky-ground act convincingly enough to 
have teammate Brad Lackey stop to 
render assistance — Jim said it was only 
the wind that was knocked out of him, 
but after being married only three days, 
well....Everyone was strung out so badly 
by the midway point that the only sure 
bets were leader Karsmakers with 
followers Hartwig, DeCoster, Wolsink, 
Hart and possibly Pomeroy and Jones. 

With ten minutes to go, the crowd 
came alive as Karsmakers’ Yamaha 
appared to be running rather ragged, 
Hartwig closed — lost ground — then 
closed again while Wolsink slipped by 
DeCoster after a turn-about in which 
Roger lost his muffler and ended up 
laying on the track after too much 
hustle into a corer. Pomeroy failed to 
catch up to Hartwig who got close but 
not close enough to Pierre Karsmakers 
who just keeps on winning. 





Lackey’s Kawasaki sported 
some trick stuff. 


250 Support Class 

The 250 class boiled down to a last 
moto duel for overall between Bultaco 
rider Tom Rapp who needed only a 
second to win it with Doug Grant, Rich 
Eirestedt, and Bryar Holcomb all tied 
for second. 

Moto one was all Bill Grossi until he 
crashed, leaving Bryar Holcomb to take 
the lead and the win followed by Rapp, 
Doug Grant, Ron Self, and Eierstedt 
(after a good ride in traffic). 

Moto two was Grossi again but with 
the same results, a crash plus a thrown 
chain. Ron Pomeroy, trying to make up 
for a poor first moto, crashed on the 
opening lap, losing all hope for a top 
placing. Eirestedt coasted to his win 
chased by Rapp again, Grant in third, 
and Frank Stacey, Bryar Holcomb, and 
John Borg making up the front six. 

The final moto showdown was an 
immediate Eierstedt-Rapp-Grant-Stacey 
duel for the opening laps with Eierstedt 
tiring quickly of the game and 
opening a safe lead. Rapp, knowing his 
second could clinch overall, played it 
safe. While Grant and Stacey fought, 
Holcomb pondered just what was 
causing his bike to behave in an unruly 
manner, Local favorite Stacey began to 
have troubles, losing his bid for a second 
overall by slipping to seventh. Bob 
Thompson and Ron Self eased by 
Stacey midway into the last moto as.did 
Rick Jordan, leaving the front runners 
unchanged to the end. Elierstedt 
scooped the win with Rapp a content 
second and Grant third.

(for racing) that left many wondering 
what the sequel will be: “Son of 
Trans-AMA”; “The Godfather Goes 
Motocrossing” or maybe “Somewhere 
over the rainbow (there’s bound to be 
another winner.)” e 
Results:

Why? It has to do mostly with the 
relationship between power output and 
suspension capability. Yamaha, as most 
other manufacturers, has done well in 
the engine muscle department, but not 
so well (as most other...) with 
suspensions. The YZ is esentially a 
works replica: of their GP machine, 
which accounts for the price variance. It 
won’t be produced in great quantity for 
1974. 

The results of our hypothetical 
match race have little todo with 
horsepower. The YZ has considérably

more stink than the MX. But it also 
shares the same shock absorbers, which 
are barely adequate on the MX. 
“Thermal phase” sounds better than its 
works, the YZ’s front forks seem to be 
milled down versions of the standard 
item, and they work well but are a bit 
stiff, 

Suspension design is obviously the 
least exact of the motorcycle sciences. 
The bikes have gotten faster but 
suspensions haven’t become 
proportionately better. Maico now 
seems to have the hot setup using 
traditional components. (At Carlsbad, 
DeCoster absorbed more punishment 
than Bauer did.) And the new Yamaha 
works machine has a single cushioner 
mounted inboard in axis with the frame. 
The result is a substantial increase in 
swing arm travel. Another result is some 
strange behavior when the bike gets 
sideways in rough stuff, 

The standard MX 250 is little 
changed from last year, beyond the 
spiffy yellow and black paint scheme 
and a silencer that looks like a mortar 
barrel and cuts horsepower (though 
Yamaha claims otherwise). A 
Satisfactory amount of

While we had no difficulty in 
bottoming the MXer’s suspension on a 


We compared notes with some of the opposition. 
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big jump, it behaved much better in 
sliding across fairly smooth surfaces. 
Once we came off a small, high-speed 
jump sideways, and finding too little 
traction to straighten up, the rear end 
kept going out. It became a full-lock, 
30-foot slide under compete control. 
It’s a scrambler hiding behind knobby 
tires, 

Back to the YZ. It is, according to 
Yamaha, “as like the Yamaha factory 
team 250 as is possible in a production 
machine.” And it’s genuinely tricked 
out in comparison with the standard 
MX. The Autolube is gone and so is 
some weight from the front end. The 
7-port engine has different cases, 
cylinder, head and carburetor, but 
shares the 7.4:1 compression ratio 
with the MX. The engine doesn’t exhibit 
a very wide power band, but produces 
considerable torque. 

As we mentioned earlier, the 
cannister-carrying shock absorbers need 
some more work. Their job is further 
hampered by a non-floating rear brake 
which is grabby and generates some 
violent rear end hopping in the rippled 
stuff. The rear hub is aluminum and has 
been lightened with a drill. 

The chrome-barrelled engine 
produces good power, but the rear 
suspension steals much of it under 
rough going. As individual riders 
discover the right set-up, the 207 pound 
YZ should provide some good 
competition for its foremost 
competitor, the Honda _ Elsinore. 
Comparisons between the two are 
inevitable, but at almost $400 less the 
Honda will surely win out with the 
budget minded moto person. 

Trickery abounds on the YZ, with its 
nicely formed aluminum tank (1.8 gal), 
D.I.D. rims, drilled countershaft 
sprocket, bolt caps dished out for 
lightness and a big aircleaner. And it’s 
all mighty fetchingly packaged. But the 
stingy little silencer is louder than it 
should be. 

With its Husky type seat, the YZ sits 
a bit higher than the Elsinore and may 
require shorter riders to adapt their 
style accordingly. We ain’t big like Jaak 
Van Velthoyen. The YZ has plenty of power and a good gearbox, but getting all the grunt to the ground can be tricky. 

So, that’s what you can get for the 

extra half a grand, almost a factory 
racer. The price puts it up in the league 
of the very best equipment available, 
and whether or not it’s worth it depends 
on your budget and the seriousness of 
your motocross intentions (and ability). 
It is surely the best motocross machine 
Yamaha has produced. And if the 
“monocross” rear suspension proves 
out, that just may show up as standard 
on next year’s YZ. 

The YZ 360 is scheduled for an even 
smaller production run this year, and 
the results of the Trans-AMA series may 
well determine Yamaha’s future 
motocross plans. They have Karsmakers 
and Hart in the big bucks series, up 
against Tripes, Chaplin, and the Jones 
boys for Honda. You might also watch 
out for the independent Yamaha entry 
of Jimmy Ellis. Suzuki, who has yet to 
build a real MX replica, will be 
represented by Roger DeCoster, Rich 
Thorwaldson and Mike Runyard. Bauer 
and Weil are expected to make the 
Maico influence known,

GARDENA, CAL., SEPT. 21 

The Ascot Half Mile National is 
just around the corner and coming 
up on Saturday night, Oct. 6th. 
Tonight two new names were 
added to the list of possible winners: 
DeWayne Keeter and Ron Moore. 

Keeter turned back Randy Scott, 
Gene Romero, Gary Scott, and Terry 
Dorsch in the opening heat race. Moore 
had the second heat won until the final 
lap but still finished a close second 
behind John Hateley. 

Then the two, Keeter on a Harley, 
Moore on a Triumph, proceeded to put 
it on the boys in the final and run 
one-two right from the opening lap. 
Rookie Tom Horton was the only 
challenger, moving by Moore for second 
midway in the race but dropping out of 
the event a lap later. 

Keeter, who has never won a big one, 
looked super smooth in the warmup for 
the National “biggie” coming up next 
week. DeWayne is considered the Ascot 
“resident racer” who seldom strays 
from home base and a rider to guide on 
anything one is racing at Ascot. 

The race for third was decided on 
the final lap with Gary Scott passing 
Mert Lawwill for the show position. 
Scott Brelsford held off the closing Tom 
Rockwood for the number five spot. 
Hateley had ignition troubles at the 
start and was never a contender. 
Gennai Clinches Junior Title 

Super , Junior, John Gennai, after 
beating the Experts a week ago and 
setting a new track record, wheeled his 
Triumph to another pair of easy wins in 
both the Junior heat and final. 

Gennai was easily the fastest qualifier 
and held off early lap bids by Yamaha 
mounted Danny Hockie to win the ten 
lap final. Along with the win came the 
region three Junior title for the year. 
Challenger for the title, Allen Mundt 
from Portland was down to try for the 
throne and turned in a good second 
place ride in the heat race but dropped 
out of the final early. Bob Sanders 
edged Devon Sowell for the number 
three Finish Spot. 

Bruce Hanlon turned in the fastest 
Novice heat race win but Skip Aksland 
won all the money. Aksland, the Novice 
who has re-written the Ascot record 
books this season, came from the back 
in his heat to win at the finish line. 

In the final Tom Berry led the first 
three laps before giving way to Aksland. 
As Aksland moved out and away the 
battle for second shaped up between 
Berry and Hanlon. On the last lap it was 
Hanlon back in second, dropping the 
former point leader down to a third 
place finish this week. 

A broken axle caused a three rider 
crash ‘in the Junior semi. The front axle 
on Mike Clarke’s machine gave way 
going into the far turn in the middle of 
the event. Clarke, Mike Myers and Tom 
Clark all three went sailing into the hay 
bales. All three walked away but Mike 
Clarke was hospitalized with a possible 
broken wrist...the week before Ontario.

the factories compete in a GP race, 
where, say, Triumph can build one 
motorcycle really super trick, they 
could get one rider and he could 
probably win the race. But now they 
have to build 200 of them. And they 
can’t afford to build 200 motorcycles. 
CN: What do you think of having a GP 
class and a Production class? 

KR: Well, not necessarily Production, 
but have a limit on what you can do to 
them. That would give the privateer 
something to look forward to. The GP 
class would be everything goes, 750cc or 
500cc, whatever they wanted to make 
it. That way Harley-Davidson and the 
others could make one motorcycle that 
was competitive, they wouldn’t have to 
make 200. 

CN: Are you interested in any sports 
other than motorcycle racing? 

KR: Oh, I ride motocross and stuff to 
keep in shape.

Each rider will get two chances to 
earn a spot in the final. A running score 
is being kept for both rides and only the 
top 16 riders in points will be eligible on 
the 26th for the title shot. With one 
down and one to go, the top scores at 
this point are Steve and Mike Bast with 
15 points, Dan Becker, Bill Cody and 
Rick |Woods at 13 points, and Mike 
Curoso, Joe Henry and Sumner 
McKnight at 11 each. Jeff Sexton, Larry

Rick’s strong point this year has been 
his starts, and in scratch racing that is 
where you win or lose the race. Woods 
got the start in the Scratch Main event 
and went on to win both main events 
for the night. This is the second time 
this season he has pulled that off. Only 
three others that have managed to win 
both mains in the same night. Ed 
Williams has done it once, Steve Bast 
has put it all together three times and 
his younger brother Mike has been the 
very best man on the track, winning 
both the Scratch Main and Handicap 
Main four times on the same night. 

The third night of qualifying for the 
right to ride in the U.S. finals for the 
title U.S. Speedway Champion will be at 
Costa Mesa on the 5th of October. Six 
days later at Irwindale, the very last 
chance for anyone to ride for a spot in 
the nationals will be held. 

In the past month I have been telling 
you about the top half dozen riders in

Bast Brothers Go Under 
American speedway aces, Steve 
and Mike Bast, have accepted 
F terms to race in Australia and New 
Zealand this year. The rip-roaring 
Californian brothers have been 
negotiating with Sydney Showground 
promoter and managing director of 
Empire Speedway Pty Ltd, Mr. Owen 
Bateman, for a three month season 
Down Under and expect to leave L.A. 
sometime in November. 

They will race mainly at the Sydney 
Showground — a vast, 
one-third-of-a-mile track only a few 
miles outside the heart of Australia’s 
premier metropolis. However, they will 
also compete in meetings at most other 


capital cities and several country 
provincial circuits, 
The. Bast brothers raced in 


Australasia two years ago as members of 
the touring American speedway team 
and on the strength of those 
performances, plus their current high 
standings at Californian race tracks, 
they've been invited back to take 
another lash at the big-track Aussie 
riders. 

This time around the boys know the 
conditions they will be facing and they 
should be able to adapt quickly. 

Showground promoter Owen 
Bateman said he expected them to give 
his local riders a good run for their

Mr. Bateman has already contracted 
a British solo -test team to tour both 
Australia and New Zealand about the 
same time as the Bast boys will be 
there...but it is unlikely they will clash. 
As two separate attractions, they will 
probably be in different parts of the 
country at different times. However, at 
the time of writing, Mr. Bateman had 
obtained preliminary approval for 
several Polish riders, possibly including 
the new World Champion Jerzy 
Szczakiel, to tour Australasia as well. If 
he obtains final permission it will be the 
first time in the history of the sport — 
which originated in Australia back in 
1925 — that riders from behind the Iron 
Curtain have raced Down Under. 

If the deal comes off, it is likely the 
Bast brothers will be pitted against them 
in a gala Stars and Stripes versus the 
Iron Curtain affair. 

The Bast brothers will also contest 
major championships in New South 
Wales and they are preparing special 
bikes for this purpose at their 
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Californian workshops. Their bikes will 
leave by ship in a few weeks and they 
will follow by air in November. o

The attrition was atrocious

Before the race had started Steve 
Holladay and Pete Colbert had 
problems. Five minutes before the 
first bike was due to go off the 


line Holladay discovered. his rear tire 
was flat. Steve and the Yamaha pit crew 
changed the tire in near record time and 
Steve charged back to the starting line

just in time to be flagged off in tenth 
place instead of sixth, By lap three the 
Yamaha should have been out of the 
race. Colbert only had third gear left 


First 125 was the Deek of 
Cannady and Garner. 














when he reached check two and with 
one and one-half laps to go it is a 
wonder they didn’t fry the clutch on 
the silty up-hills, It took a long time, 10 
hours and 50 minutes, but they finished 
well within the 12 hour limit and took 
fifth bike. 

More grit was displayed by Yamaha 
team Tom Smith and Terry Davis. The 
only problem they didn’t have was flat 
tires. Tom joked later that they had so 
much air in their tires that they 
flattened the rocks. By the end of the 
first lap the forks had pumped up 
leaving about an inch of travel and 
making the team wish there was a little 
less air in their tires so the ride wouldn’t 
be so rough. The vibration got to the gas 
tank which split the petcock, allowing 
as much gas to run down onto the 
engine as was running into the 
carburetor, With the tank gushing fuel 
all over, Smith and Davis were forced to 
make four stops for gas on the third lap 
and five on the fourth. Terry took over 
for the last lap, got about five miles and 
the chain fell off. He stopped and put it 
back on, stopped for gas, then stopped 
to put the chain back on. He stopped 
for gas again, then for the chain. Only 
this time the chain was broken. On a 
rise, Terry spotted two spectators on 
bikes. Running, waving his arms, he got 
their attention and their help. They not 
only had a chainbreaker, they had a 
whole kit, including eight inches of the 
correct size chain. And still Smith and 
Davis came in third bike at 9:18:72 and 
got a trophy and some money (enough 
to cover the entry fee, anyway) for their 
efforts. 

I guess once people found out that 
Tom Brooks was entered they figured 
he would win it. And maybe he and 
Larry Roeseler could have beat the cars 
— they sure were going good for the 
first lap. But shortly after Roeseler took 
it out on the second lap, the DKW ate a 
ring and the team was out of the race. 

At first glance four laps around the 
78-mile course didn’t look too difficult. 
The first section was a fast gravel 
fireroad running north from Jean, right 
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under the railroad tracks and out onto 
the dry lake where you could go as fast 
as your bike would carry you, and not a 
ripple to worry about. But if you 
weren’t in the lead at this point you had 
to slow down a little or a lot, depending 
on how fast you feel it is safe to ride 
when you can’t see your handlebars for 
the dust. More fireroad, still super-fast 
and slippery and then the first silty hill. 
The hill was already torn up from 
pre-running and you needed a good hard 
run at it to get up. But a couple of 
gullies at the base of the hill prevented 
the riders from getting the necessary 
run. Low end grunt was the only answer 
from the first lap, and by the third lap 
the hill looked like a used race car lot; 
cars with fried clutches all over the 
place, 

After you cross the Sora there 
was a lot of pretty desert scenery, but 
you couldn’t see it for the dust. Past 
check three was what has to be the 
world’s longest sand (gravel?) wash 
winding for miles past Goodsprings and 
check four. The wash was a real devil if 
you hadn’t pre-run, because it is pretty 
fast and just about the time you get 
ready to pass a giant boulder jumps into 
the trail you were going to take. But the 
worst part was after check five. The 
road was straight, flat and fast. By the 
time the speeding rider sees the down 
arrow he is into the gulley, which is 
straight up and down on the sides and 
from three to four feet deep. 

Under the freeway again and there 
are the pits and the course leading 
behind Jean. That is a fast section, too, 
but it also has a surprise. In Pop’s, the 
bar-restaurant-service station at Jean, 
there is a picture of a car hitting this 
surprise, The car is standing straight up 
on its nose. 

Danny Davis and Rick Owen (Hus) 
had teamed together before, winning 
the Dam 500 last year. It seems to be a 
good combination as they managed to 
keep the bike together (more or less) for 
the full four laps to take second place in 
the bikes. Rick got off once and Danny 
dropped it twice and a few 
miscellaneous pieces were missing when 
they crossed the finish line, but all in all 
they had few problems. 

Coming from his recent second place 
win at the Ensenada 300, Mark Mason, 
tėamed with Scott Hardin, was favored 
to win. Both are local boys, not well 
known outside of Las Vegas yet, but 
talented and .determined. The 
carburetion on the Husky started giving 
them problems. Mark finally stopped 
and changed the main jet and Jack 
Johnson, Mark’s Ensenada 300 partner 
who is hobbling around in a cast from 
that race, fiddled with the bike some 
more and it seemed to run better after 
that. Mason/Hardin took over the lead 
and managed to stay in front of the cars 
for the balance of the race, coming in 
first bike with only the single seaters of 
Bobby Ferro (an ex-biker if that is any 
consolation), Fritz Kroyer (who won 
the Ensenada 300), and Marv Schmitt 
finishing ahead of them on corrected 
time. 

SNORE, Southern Nevada Off Road 
Enthusiasts, isn’t a very old 
organization, but they are professional 
in their approach to racing. 
Communications were awfully good, the 
results were out in time for the trophy 
presentation the following day. 

Tom Camp, who volunteers his 
services and those of his helicopter at 
most of the big races, hauling the 
injured out to where they can be taken 
to a hospital by ambulance, became a 
near-victim himself this weekend when 
his helicopter crashed near Arden. Tom 
was uninjured, but the ambulance 
attendant who was riding with him 
suffered a broken leg and the helicopter 
is said to be a total loss. 

All in all it was a good race for bikes. 
Tom Smith said he was surprised at how 
readily the cars would move over to let 
him by and how none of them played 
bumper tag with him, SNORE may have 
a lot more bike entries next year, and 
that would increase the purse, perhaps 
enough to make it really worthwhile to 
haul your bike all the way to Las Vegas 
to race.

Representatives of the Motorcycle 
Industry Council appeared today 
before the Subcommittee on 
Health and Environment of the 
House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. The Committee is 
currently holding oversight hearings on 
the effects on the nation by the 1970 
Clean Air Act as it is being administered 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

Stuart Philip Ross, Legal Counsel for 
the MIC, reviewed in testimony the 
Environmental Protection Agency’s 
proposed Transportation Control Plans 
with regard to use and registration 
restrictions on motorcycles. Mr. Ross 
emphasized the adverse economic effect 
of such restrictions upon the 
motorcycle industry and dire 
consequences for the national fuel crisis 
and the traffic congestion problems 
facing our metropolitan areas. 

Mr. Ross summed up testimony by 
stating: 

“The Motorcycle Industry Council 
states again on behalf of its members 
that it pledges itself to work to meet 
reasonable emission standards proposed 
for motorcycles within a reasonable 
amount of time, and we request that 
these standards be proposed.” 

“However, we also request that this 
Subcommittee consider an amendment 
to the Clean Air Act prohibiting EPA 
from restricting registration and use of 
motor vehicles unless emission standards 
have been established for the particular 
motor vehicle and the motor vehicle has 
failed to meet the standards — or, in the 
alternative, unless standards have been 
established for all motor vehicles and 
met by all, and the ambient level is still 
not being reached. In the latter case, 
across-the-board use restrictions would 
be appropriate. The present motorcycle 
proposal is, however, invidiously 
discriminatory against one ‘motor

“The motorcycle industry intends to 
retain its positive image. We believe that 
working together with government we 
can attain clean air, reduce noise and 
solve other problems of public concern. 
The situation we find ourselves in now 
necessitates, however, this Committee’s 
earnest consideration. We have in effect 
been told we failed a test we never took, 
and we do not believe Congress 
intended this. We welcome the challenge 
of that test and only ask that basic 
precepts of fairness and due process be

Grand Prix Motocross Riders’ 
Association Formed 


By John Huetter 

It all started in the snows of 
Austria in the early spring. The 
event was supposed to have been a 
500cc World Championship but 


almost every Western country rider 
walked away from the ‘start gate, 
refusing to ride in three-foot deep 
snowdrifts on a course less than 
bike-width across. The key figure in that 
nearly unprecedented Grand Prix riders’ 
walkout was Roger DeCoster, World 
Champion in that class for now three 
years in a row. About three other 
name” motocrossers approached him 
asking if he would ride. Roger replied, 
“I will do what the other riders want to 
do.” The*implication was that nobody 
should take advantage of the situation 
even though it was one that generally 
favors DeCoster, for instance. 

The result of that first move some 
months ago was realized today in this 
small Swiss village as riders from both 
250cc and 500cc classes, including new 
250 World Champion, Hakan 
Andersson, came together to form the 
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Grand Prix Riders’. Association. The 
idea had been nourished and 
ram-rodded by GP winner Gerrit 
Wolsink, an educated articulate 
Dutchman who had agreed to act as a 
leader/coordinator for a group which 
didn’t officially exist until today. 

After several hours of discussion, a 
Board of Governors of the GPRA was 
announced at a special dinner given by 
Champion Spark Plugs for all the riders 
attendant for the Motocross des 
Nations. The official representatives of 
the motocross GP riders are Hakan 
Andersson (Swed.), John Banks (GB), 
Frans Sigmans (Neth.), Sylvain Geboers 
(Belg.) and Gerrit Wolsink, continuing 
his role as primary coordinator. ` 

There was, however, a surprisingly 
light turnout of riders for the 
organizational meeting, possibly due to 
the fact that some riders hadn’t arrived 
in town yet. The Russians were resident 
in the same hotel as the méeting and 
celebrating dinner but were not allowed 


to attend. | = 
Also noticeably absent were this 


year’s American Grand Prix competitors 
Jim Pomeroy and Brad Lackey. Both 
were no-shows as of late Friday night 
and it was anticipated that Brad would 
miss the Motocross des Nations 
altogether. Americans Mike Hartwig and 
John DeSoto sat in on the meeting, 
unfortunately only as observers though 
John has actually earned World 
Championship points in the U.S. Grand 
Prix. 

Even ‘though only 25% of the 
potential members were represented in 
the formation of the GPRA, the group 
included a hard-core and significantly 
both 1973 World Champions. Both 
DeCoster and Andersson were forces 
behind the realization of such a 
rider-based group as the auto Formula 
One drivers have had for three years or 
more. Of the absent riders, many were 
known to be strongly in favor of a 
GPRA including Heikki Mikkola, Kalevi 
Vehkonen, Jim Pomeroy and Joel 
Robert. 

The initial goals of the GPRA are 
simple and straight forward: 

A) To act together to ensure 
basically safe courses for Grand Prix 
motocross. The speed and caliber of the 
1970’s GP rider do not permit trees in 
the middle of downhill straights, for 
example, and there are many flat-out 
disastrous courses in Europe. 

B) To coerce organizers and 
promoters, in cooperation with the 
FIM, to abide -by FIM rules for 
motocross. Everyone promoting World 
Championships is bound to abide by 
FIM regulations anyhow but amazingly, 
many ignore them. 

Eventually, the GPRA plans to work 
for minimum purses in Grand Prix 
events and guaranteed start money for 
all GP riders. Unbelievably, many riders 
travel hundreds or thousands of miles, 
receive no start money (or about $5) 
and compete for a $3-400 total purse. 
(Pomeroy, for example, received no 
appearance money for Spain this year.) 


Triumph Factory Closes 


LONDON, SEPT. 14 

Plans to close one of the factories 
producing Triumph motorycles in 
England early m 1974 were 
announced here today by the 
Directors of Norton Villier Triumph. 

Production of motorcycles and spare 
parts in the plant at Meriden will 
continue during the next several months 
to meet continuing high demand 
throughout the world for Triumph 
motorcycles, 

The company’s two other factories at 
Birmingham and Wolverhampton are 
unaffected by the action and have 
sufficient production capacity to meet 
future Triumph requirements, it was 
noted by Dr. Felix Kalinski, president 
of BSA, Inc. and Triumph Motorcycles 
Incorporated, the firm’s United States 
subsidiaries. 

The closing follows several years of 
financial losses in the motorcycle 
business of The Birmingham Small Arms 
Company, Ltd. It is aimed at achieving 
economies by concentrating production 
at the two remaining plants and thereby 
establishing a healthy base for the sound 
future development of the British 
motorcycle industry, Dr. Kalinski said.

‘cause he was gonna win it and it threw 
him off. That’s so stupid I can’t believe 
they even let them on the track with no 
helmets.

CN: How do you think the problems 
can be solved? 

KR: Well, better organization and 
somebody who can control more of the 
people. You go here and there’s 
somebody different, then you go there 
and someone else is running it. They 
should have a guy to say, “Okay, 
where’s your track supervisor? Is he 
going to have the track ready?” Yeah, 
he’s going to have it ready; then you 
show up Sunday and nothing’s 
happened. They should have a guy there 
to inspect all that. 

CN: You’d like to see more 
professionalism all the way around. 

KR: Right. They can race mini bikes in 
their back yard. It’s a motorcycle race, 
not a circus. And another joke is that 
these guys get these rent-a-cops to run 
everybody out of the pits, and 
everybody has different passes and 
nobody knows what the hell they’re 
doing. At Louisville there was almost a 
riot, with the rent-a-cops chasing people 
off. You couldn’t look at one sideways 
without him pulling out a gun on you. 
It’s just an unprofessional way to do 
things. It’s like me saying I’m going to 
hold a race, and hire some guys to 
watch the gate and then soon as all the 
people come in, grab the money and 
leave. 

CN: The AMA is trying to screen 
applications for Nationals more 
carefully. 

KR: The AMA is doing a good job, 
don’t get me wrong, but I think that 
some improvements have to be made. 
CN: How does it feel to be National 
Number One? 

KR: I don’t know. Haven’t got a chance 
to put the number on yet. 

CN: When you do, how do you think 
you'll feel? 

KR: About the same as I did with 
number 80. More people’ will be 
watching me, and there’s always more 
pressure on the top guy to do well. I'll 
do the best I can, 

CN: Congratulations, Ken. 

KR: Thanks.

Slippin’ and slidin’? with Stu Morley

If you are a big fan of Southern 
California speedway racing, the 
chances are that at one time or 
another you have ventured into 


the pits to take a look at the backstage 
world of the sport. It is all there for you 
to see; the men, the machines, the 
mechanics who keep the show running. 
There is one man in the pits, however, 
whom you have probably overlooked. 

Small of stature, clad in baggy white 
pants and tank top shirt, wearing a 
racing cap bearing the legend “Red 
Beard Racing Team’’, you'll see him 
running in the pits from one rider to 
another throughout the entire evening. 
Giving pointers on setting up the bikes, 
advice on how to ride the track that 
night and everything in between. Most 
of the kids who would like to be the 
future Rick Woods have never talked to 
this man. They should. He is a living 
legend. 


His name is Stu Morley. He runs the 
only speedway racing school on_the 
west coast, and has taken it upon 
himself to give the best advice and help 
he can at the lowest possible cost. The 
school is as different from any other as 
much as speedway is from Class C 
action. 


Not that Morley is not familiar with 
Class C racing. At Ascot, he held at one 
time the one, ten and 20-lap records. He 
was the Pacific Coast Dirt Track 
Champion. He was the captain of the 
BSA Wrecking Crew, the first successful 
team effort any manufacturer of 
motorcycles had ever organized. He 
raced Class C for over 10 years. 


In 1968 he started racing speedway. 


This was when the sport was just 
undergoing its rebirth. This was when 
such current stars as Dan Becker and 
Jeff. Sexton were still in junior high 
school. Morley was good, and raced in 
first division until an accident in 1972 
made him decide to quit the action. He 
wanted to teach the kids, though, and 
set about to do it. 

He had as much experience in sliding 


‘the single cylinder, 500cc bikes around 


the ovals as any other five riders put 
together, and he wanted to share it with 
others. Add to that a philosophy of 
positive thinking that had changed his 
life, and you have what could be called 
the perfect teacher for the sport. 

The man who teaches the sport has 
to have all the power, physically and 
mentally, as the champs. He has to be 
good enough in the classroom to 
command attention, and skilled enough 
to show his students that he can 
compete on the course. Stu Morley has 
all these qualities, and the patience of a 
saint. He will spend hours attempting to 
relate that one little bit of knowledge 
that could mean the difference in a race. 
His students like him, and he knows 
how to make the lessons interesting. 

The school is informal. Classroom 
sessions are held at Morley’s Topanga 
Canyon home. The actual riding is done 








at El Mirage, a lake bed near Palmdale 
equivalent to the salt flats at Bonneville. 

The charge for the first lesson is $25. 
For that price, students get the benefit 
of one riding lesson, plus the services of 
the professor in the pits at all the tracks 
for the entire speedway season. Any 
extra lessons after the first are $10 each. 
The price is not out of line at all 
considering the source of the 
information. 

A typical Sunday session at El Mirage 
can give you a good insight into the 
man, and the philosophy he has which 
affects the racing and his life. 

It is hot, clear and the air is fresh. 
About ten riders are gathered for the 
actual class, others straggle in to play on 
the lake bed on dirt bikes. Some of the 
students are here for their first rides, 
others have been riding for a few 
months but feel they can only profit by 
the experience. 

At around 11 a.m., there is a riders 
meeting. It is unlike any other riders 
meeting you have ever been to. It is like 
entering Philosphy 1A. 

He starts the day off with a warning. 

“Tf you don’t want to be a speedway 
racer more then anything else in the 
world, you may as well go home, put up 
your boots and sell the bike. You 
shouldn’t be here.” 

He then proceeds to give a list of his 
past accomplishments, and the students 
are impressed. They all knew he was 
good, but they never expected this. By 
the end of the day, they will all realize 
he wasn’t kidding about his past. 

Morley then heads into the big rap. 
Norman Vincent Peale calls it the 
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“power of positive thinking”. Reverend 
Ike calls it “money power”. Stu Morley 
calls it “‘creative thinking”. You have 
the power to shape your own life, he 
says. Use your imagination, and you can 
control your destiny. Think it, and it 
will happen. 

“Just imagine what you want your 
life to be like. You.can create what will 
happen in your world. I have been doing 
it comsciously for a_ year. 
Subconsciously, for several years.” 

Now he has their attention. He 
continues to talk. 

“When you are on that line, and the 
gate is about to go up, just tell yourself, 
‘I have already won this race. The only 
reason I am here is to see how I am 
going to do it.’ I can even show you 
how to draw numbers for positions in a 
scratch race. There is a method to it 
all.” 

Madness? Hardly. Many of the 
younger riders improved quickly after 
some sessions with Morley, and some of 
the older guys moved back on the 
yardage markers after a couple of classes 
with the philosopher-rider. 

After the talk, the riders walk their 
machines out to a pylon-marked track 
similar in size to the one at Costa Mesa. 
The class begins in earnest. 

Morley sets up their bikes to suit the 
individual rider. Handlebar size, footpeg 
size and shape, how to work the throttle 
and when are all basic lessons. 

Then for the harder parts. They learn 
how to get the bike sideways so they 
can slide through turns. They learn how 
much tension to exert on each part of 
their body during the races. They are 
taught the best ways of coming out of 
the gates, and which groove is the best 
to ride in. : 

Soon, they are sliding and battling 
each other in mock competition, The 
improvement is usually evident after 
only a few hours of instruction. The 
riders are proud when they leave the 
track, and the professor is happy. 

They have a full day of instruction at 
high speed, something they can get 
nowhere else, They kick up some dust, 
gain a new insight into the machines, 
and get a new appreciation for the 
sport. And they learn to respect Stu 
Morley. à 

After the practice, they sit down for 
a talk session about what mistakes they 
made and how to improve. And they 
make plans to meet back at El Mirage 
next week for more of the same. When 
it is all over, the time is for partying. 
Refreshments are broken out, and some 
of the riders who brought dirt bikes 
take off for a few hours of fun in the 
sun. . 

The professor kicks back. 

“I love having the classes out here, 
Fresh air, great company. It’s a lot of 
fun.” 

All present agree with Morley. The 
people are good, the weather is fine, and 
just maybe that kid popping wheelies 
after class on his 501 Maico is the future 
world champion of speedway. e 4

(twice World MX champ on BSA) isn’t 
bigger than Joel Robert. 

The big valvers faded for a number of 
reasons, many of them purely economic 
in nature. Technology is expensive, but 
with it comes prosperity, which in turn 
is costly, which means... 

England is the traditional home of 
big singles and it’s from there we get the 
CCM, which stands for Clews 
Competition Machines, motorcycle 
constructors and manufacturers of 
original equipment, Clews is located in 
Bolton, Lancashire, which is up in the 
north country. You would most 
probably be welcomed for tea if you 
happened to be in the neighborhood. 

Ours came from Ring Cycle in 
National City, California, which acts as 
western distributor. Englishman Rob 
North, now with Ring, was involved 
with the original design of the Clews 
frame. He’s now developing a trick 
motocrosser to be known as the Dye 
Rebel (a project backed by Edison 
Dye). The bike has a unique swingarm 
with Boge shocks mounted a la Maico, 
Betor forks and probably a Yamaha 125 
engine. But that’s another story. 

The CCM test machine had a 
displacement of 550ccs and was 
equipped with an alternator and 
kickstarter. The models with total loss 
CDI and a bump starter are listed at 209 
pounds, the FIM minimum. Our 
“enduro” version weighed in at just over 
220. (The first Clews had magnesium 
fork sliders and front hub, both from 
the BSA works machines. There are 
probably a few left, if one were willing 
to pay the extra tuppance or so.) 

The alloy frame weighs 26 pounds 
and carries five pints of oil in its 
backbone. The chain adjuster cams are 
situated at the swingarm pivot and 
Girling shocks are fitted at the other 
end. The front forks are reworked BSA 
units. 

Most of the mechanicals are BSA, 
but the cases are Clews creations with 
footpeg assemblies bolted directly to 
them. It’s mighty neat, but the peg 
position was too far forward for our 
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The Clews is one distinctive looking machine. The setting is as close as we could get to English countryside. 





stubby-legged, 5710” rider. Taller riders 
should have no trouble, but we found it 
uncomfortable on big jumps. 

But despite the limited space for 
weight transfer aft, the Clews will aviate 
the front wheel at will, And therein lies 
the fun in riding these motherthumpers; 
the power is always there. It never goes 
away and leaves you thrashing gears or 
blipping the throttle. It will get you out

of trouble (or into it) at nearly any 
point on the RPM scale. Mighty 
comforting. 

Discomforting, however, were the 
front forks. Without backing off in 
fourth gear, we managed to bottom 
them severely on Saddleback’s 
(Saddlesore?) front downhill, and thus 
dislocated a connection on the 
alternator. The CDI models should be

less prone, but the fork action still 
needs some work. 


Beyond that, the CCM handled well. 
It tracks through turns and powers out 
of them with uncanny ease. The rear 
brake was a bit grabby, regardless of 
adjustment, but with so much engine 
braking on tap it made little difference. 
(Note: This problem was aggravated by 
the track surface at Saddleback, which 
has strips of black rubber in numerous 
spots. Who ever heard of squealing the 
tire on an MX track?) The Girling 
shocks gave us no trouble. 


Then there’s the sound. Those who 
caught the Carlsbad GP will recall the 
thunderous boom of John Banks’ 
Cheney BSA powering up the long hill. 
He finished third, behind the first and 
second ranked GP riders in the world. 


The CCM is a fine example of OWC 
(Old World Craftsmanship) with a

number of contemporary mods to bring 
it up to date. It is obviously not a mass 
production item. That there is a market 
for such a machine is evidenced by 
Kawasaki’s alleged 500 single, 
reportedly due to appear soon. But we’d 
be willing to bet that the OWC will be 
missing, 

The English tend to view radical 


change with skepticism. They prefer to | 


revise and refine, rather than re-tool. 
This approach maintains the character 
of machines that are products of 
individual design, not committee 
selected components. The stuff has 
identity. Maybe you’ve had to stay 
home doing the valves on your MG 
while the guy across the street was out 
driving around in his Datsun, but so 
what? It’s a matter of pride. Fine 
machinery demands care and patience, 
like an old dog or a good woman (or 
vice versa). 


You'll probably see a CCM or two at 
the local races before long. Rob 
Norgaard and Bruce Torbett will be 
riding them at Mickey Thompson’s 
Riverside spectacular next week, and
